Mill Valley 
Youth Admits 
Beach Theft 
A 16-year-old Mill Valley boy, 
who ran away from the Boys’ Re­ 
public School in C entral Califor­ 
nia on March 2, adm itted break­ 
ing into Muir Beach Tavern two 
weeks ago, sheriff’s deputies re­ 
ported today. 
T he boy was questioned a t Juve­ 
nile Hall after being caught last 
Thursday on suspicion of auto 
th e ft and burglary. Deputies said 
the boy admitted stealing cigar­ 
ettes and about 50 cents in pen­ 
nies from Muir Beach Tavern, 
th en peddling the cigarettes for 
10 cents a pack.

Four w ritten protests were read 
to the commission. 
Bill Dobbs, senior planner, out­ 
lined the history of th e trailer 
court which was established in 
1948 for two years w ith icncwal 
privileges. 
Renewal of the use perm it was 
granted in 1950 and in 1952 when 
Evans pleaded financial hardship. 
In 1954, his use perm it was again 
approved with the recom m enda­ 
tion th a t the court be closed by 
the end of two years, ending April 
4, and no new tenants be allowed 
to move into the trailer court dur­ 
ing the last six months of the two- 
year period.

W ASHINGTON ( ^ - P r e s i­ 
dent Eisenhower today asked 
Congress to vote $1,859,975,000 
for foreign aid, with $1,640,- 
000,000 in military assistance 
earmarked for the Middle East 
and Asia. 
“Serious risk of aggression 
still exists” in both areas, he 
said. 


Along with his request for a big 
increase in appropriations, Eisen­ 
hower asked for new flexibility in

years. 
T h at feature, as well as the 
money increase, 
promised a hot 
fight in Congress. 


‘WE CANNOT FALTER’ 
In a special 
message, 
Eisen­ 
hower told the lawmakers: 
“We cannot now falter in our 
quest for peace.” 
Elsenhower said the need for the 
m utual security program he out 
lined is urgent because: 
1. “There are still nations th at 
are eager to strive w ith us 
for 
peace and freedom but, 
without 
our help, lack the m eans of doing 
so.” 
2. “T here are still forces hostile 
to freedom th at compel the free 
world to m aintain adequate and 
‘coordinated military power to de 
ter aggression.” 
3. “There are still people» who 
aspire to sustain their freedom but 
confront economic obstacles th a t 
are beyond 
their 
capabilities of 
surm ounting alone.” 


SUCCESS SHOWN 
Eisenhower said “significant tes­ 
timony to the success of our m u­ 
tual security programs appears in 
the new turns and developments of 
Soviet policy." 
Although he said the new Rus­ 
sian maneuvering is still develop­ 
ing, “we must . . . assume th a t So­ 
viet expansionism has merely tak ­ 
en on a somewhat different guise, 
and th a t its fundam ental objective 
is still to disrupt and in the end 
to dominate the free nations.” 
Eisenhower said the $4,859,975,000 
which he is asking “is a low price 
to pay for the security and vastly 
greater chances for world peace....”

93 Negroes 
On Trial For 
Bus Boycott 


MONTGOMERY, A l l . (U.PJ— 
N inety-three M ontgomery Negroes 
went on trial today on charges 
of violating a state law by leading 
a city-wide racial boycott of the 
city’s segregated buses. 
T he Negroes were cited as lead­ 
ers of the highly successful 15 
week movement of “passive resis­ 
tance” to Jim Crow practices on 
the city bus lines. 
They protested crowded seating 
“behind the rail” while seats in 
the section reserved for whites re­ 
m ain empty. The leaders were in 
dieted under a little-used “labor 
law making conspiracy to boycott 
a misdemeanor. 
A battery of Jive Negro lawyers 
defended the leaders before Cir­ 
cuit Judge Eugene C arter in a cen­ 
tu ry -o ld courthouse scheduled to 
be torn down next month. Re­ 
porters were on hand from Lon 
don, Paris and big U.S. cities. 
The trial was delayed from its

a.m. 
starting 
tim e 
because 
Judge Carter first was to act as 
pall bearer a t a funeral. 
Young Fred Gray, leading the 
defense, and Solicitor William F. 
Thetford, held separate strategy 
meetings on the eve of the trials. 
The defense could ask for a sep­ 
arate trial of each Negro. Jury 
trial was waived. 
The Negroes were indicted Feb. 
21 under a 1921 law providing six- 
m onth jail term , $1,000 fines or 
both for conspiring to organize an 
economic boycott. 
Judge Carter first had to rule 
on defense charges th at the law 
violates the constitutional rights 
of free speech, worship and assem­ 
bly.

Negro minister arrested as leader 
of the boycott, told some 1,000 
Negroes at a prayer meeting Sun­

Mail Lost? 
This May 
Be Reason . 


Every day more than 120 letters, 
besides other classes of mail, can­ 
not be delivered or dispatched by 
the San Rafael Post Office be­ 
cause the mailers were careless. 


Acting Postmaster W arren H. 
Williams said, “Every time a piece 
of mail cannot be delivered some­ 
one is going to be disappointed. 
The biggest single cause of un­ 
deliverable mail is an incomplete 
or incorrect address.’* 
The two rubber stamps used 
most often on undeliverable mail 
read: “Removed, Left No Address,” 
or “Not Found At—.” W hen the 
sender has shown his return ad­ 
dress, it will be sent back. If there 
is no return address, the letter is 
forwarded within 24 hours to the 
dead letter office. 
Williams said, “It is extremely 
important for the name and ad­ 
dress on every piece 'f mail to be 
clear and complete. Always include 
the correct zone number after the 
name of a city which uses zone 
numbers. Every person who chang­ 
es 
residence 
should 
obtain 
a 
change of address card from the 
post office, fill it out and leave 
it with the office.” 
Directory service is given only 
to registered, special delivery, in­ 
sured, COD or soldiers’ mail. 


Exploding Generator 


Hurts 8 At PG&E Plant 


PITTSBURG (U.R) — A Pacific 
Gas and Electric Co. crew care­ 
fully dismantled a huge generato: 
today in the hope of learning 
what caused a huge turbine gener­ 
ator unit to explode. 
The explosion, which took place 
last night in the PG&E's steam 
generating plant here, injured eight 
persons, one seriously. Five of the 
injured required hospitalization. 


The 
eight victims had been 
watching the generator as it was 
speeded up to its full 3,600 revolu­ 
tions a minute under test. The 
massive rotor flew' apart shortly 
before 8 p.m., breaking the heavy 
housing and igniting the hydrogen 
gas used as a coolant. 
The work of dismantling the 
generator had to proceed with ex­ 
treme caution because of the pres­ 
ence of the highly explosive hydro- 
gen. 
A PG&E spokesman said the 
primary cause of the explosion 
was “internal.” He said it was 
likely that a two-inch shaft snap­ 
ped, causing the whole unit to 
break down. 
The 165,000 kilowatt generator 
was one of four built on a raised 
outdoor platform. It measured 12 
feet in height and 70 feet in length. 
At the time of the explosion, It 
was not tied into the company’s 


transmission network. Thus, the 
■xplosion had no effect on the 
irea’s power. 
The explosion shattered windows 
in the central building of the steam 
'tlant, as well as blowing glass from 
other structures 60 to 70 feet away. 
The sheriff's office in Martinez, 
live miles away, and police in 
Oakland and other pqrts of the 
East Bay reported receiving calls 
from persons who heard and felt 
the blast.

However, thi3 
is not intended to exclude prizes 
or awards from an employer to 
an employee in recognition of some 
achievement in connection with 
his employment, such as having 
the largest sales record or best 
production record during a certain 
period. Amounts received from ra ­ 
dio and television giveaway shows, 
or as door prizes, or in any similar 
type contest would also not be 
excluded, but would be fully tax­ 
able Income to you.

Adlai Facing 
Crucial Test At 


Minnesota Polls 


MINNEAPOLIS (JP) — Minnesota 
reached the eve of its crucial pres­ 
idential prim ary today with Sen. 
Estes Kefauver scenting a come- 
from -behind victory over Adlal E. 
Stevenson. 
The W hite House ambitions of 
one Democrat or the other will 
soar or sink with the outcome of 
tomorrow’s balloting. 
As Kefauver calls it, 30 per cent 
of the votes will represent a vic­ 
tory for him. He told a news con­ 
ference last night th a t "of course, 
1 am going to do much better 
th an th at.” 


MAY WIN DELEGATES 
He said too he expects to top 
Stevenson in four or five of the 
state's nine congressional districts. 
If he does, he will clinch a t least 
8 or 10 of Minnesota's 30 votes at 
the Democratic National Conven­ 
tion in August. 
In the Stevenson camp, signs of 
concern and hedging have a p ­ 
peared. 
Gov. Orville Freem an lowered 
his forecast of a 3-1 margin for 
Stevenson to “somewhere between 
2 and 3 to 1” although he held to 
his prediction th a t Kefauver won’t 
get a single convention delegate.” 
The governor said on a televl 
slon program the loss of any dele 
gates would be a setback for Ste­ 
venson, but: 
“W hether It would be a serious 
one is problematical . . . I think 
Governor Stevenson is going to be 
the nominee regardless of w hat 
happens in Minnesota." 
ADLAI SHOULD WIN 
Stevenson is in the paradoxical 
position of being able to win on 
ballot figures alone and still turn 
up as something of a loser. For 
this is one he ought to win im ­ 
pressively if he hopes to use 
M innesota showing to enhance his 
political fortunes. 
Behind him is the state’s Demo­ 
cratic organization and high com­ 
m and—Freem an and Sen. Hubert 
Hum phrey included. And In this 
second prim ary of 1956 the former 
Illinois governor and the Tennes­ 
see senator are formal, official 
competitors for the first time— 
on the ballot as well as in the pre­ 
election campaigning. 
W hen Kefauver raked in all 
eight convention votes in the New 
Ham pshire 
prim ary 
last 
week. 
Stevenson wasn’t on the ballot. 
Nor did he campaign in the state. 
A slate of delegates “favorable” 
to him was entered w ithout his 
formal assent or active support. 
This time there will be a more 
clearly defined showdown. 
IKE HAS IT 
President Eisenhower has It all 
his own way In the Republican 
primary. Sen. William F. Know- 
land was entered before Eisenhow­ 
er announced for a second term. 
The Californian probably will pull 
a sm attering of votes although he 
isn’t working for them and is back­ 
ing the President. 
Republican strategists are con­ 
centrating on (A) a hefty vote to 
prove th a t plenty of M innesotans 
still like Ike and (B) keeping the 
party faithful from crossing over 
into the Democratic primary to try 
to undercut Stevenson and the 
Democratic state organization. 
Freem an said Republicans are 
going into the Democratic prim ary 
either to register protest votes or 
td "em barrass Senator Humphrey 
and myself” and the Democratic 
organization.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (JP) — Louis 
Bromfield, noted Pulitzer Prize- 
winning author, newspaper colum­ 
nist and m ilitant advocate of soil 
conservation, died last night in 
University 
Hospital 
here. 
He 
was 59. 
His physician said death was 
due to kidney and liver failure 
eaused by a "jaundice infection.” 
Bromfield -was adm itted to the 
hospital Feb. 28 suffering from 
“homologous jaundice.” 
Friends said he had been in a 
coma for the last 24 hours. 


START OF CAREER 
Bromfield’s literary career, which 
started with the publication of 
“T he Green Bay Tree,” reached its 
zenith when he was awarded the 
Pulitzer Prize in 1926 for his novel 
“Early Autumn.” It was a story of 
a Massachusetts Pentland family. 
Bromfield traveled widely and 
some of his more th an two score 
novels reflect the scenes he visit­ 
ed. Many of them also were made 
into motion pictures. 
Upon his return to this country 
in 1938 he set about selecting a 
site in Ohio where he could settle 
down and achieve “real continu­ 
ity” and “real perm anence” of liv­ 
ing. 
TURNS TO FARMING 
He purchased five farm s 12 miles 
from Mansfield, Ohio, where he 
was born Dec. 27, 1896. He chris­ 
tened the 1,000 acres “Malabar 
Farm ” after a section of the India 
coast where the Bromfields once 
lived. 
There he set about conducting 
experiments in scientific farming 
and soil conservation. He wrote 
m any articles on the subject and 
once testified before a congres­ 
sional committee. 
In recent years he wrote a week­ 
ly newspaper column in which he 
qired his views on everything from 
politics to American manners and 
morals. 
After 
ambulance 
service 
in 
World War I, Bromfield worked 
first as a reporter for the New 
York City News Assn. He subse­ 
quently became a wire editor for 
The Associated Press; a private 
tutor; foreign editor and critic of 
the magazine Musical America; 
theater, music and a rt critic for 
the Bookman and a staff member 
of Time magazine. 
Bromfield Is survived by three 
daughters. Mrs. Bromfield died in 
1952.

BERKELEY VP)—An impressive 
array *of the world’s distinguished 
scholars and scientists will assem­ 
ble this week on six of the eight 
campuses housing the University 
of California to honor the man 
who has headed it more than 25 
years without ever possessing that 
basic academic badge, a Ph D 
degree. 
Robert Gordon Sproul, business­ 
man president of the nation’s big­ 
gest university, simply never found 
time to acquire one. 
" 


ALL-STAR CAST 
The all-star cast of speaker* at 
Charter Day exercise* will be 
topped by James Bryant Conant, 
U. S. Ambassador to Germany and 
president-emeritus of Harvard, at 
Berkeley, Friday, and Lewi* I. 
Strauss, chairman of the U. S. 
Atomic Energy Commission, at Loe 
Angeles next.Monday. 
For 64-year-old President Sproul 
the week will climax 46 years at 
the institution he love*, and near­ 
ly 26 of them in its No. 1 chair. 
He is glad there are at least two 
more to go. 
“It is a wonderful job," he toki 
the Associated Pres*. “I can’t 
think of any other I would like 
so well or could enjoy more." 
All 38,500 of the enrolled full 
time students have reason to be­ 
lieve he means every word of it. 
Many know he once turned down 
a $50,000-a-year San Francisco 
bank presidency to keep hi* own 
$12,500 post, and later declined the 
president’s 
chair 
at 
Columbia 
University at $75,000. His own Job 
now pays $27,500. 


STUDENTS REJOICE 
He preferred to “plow a straight 
furrow” in his native California, 
he said. Joyous students serenaded 
him, carrying “Bobby is Our Hob­ 
by” placards. 
“It isn’t that I haven’t a proper 
regard for money,” he explained. 
“It’s just that I haven’t needed 
more than I was getting, and I 
happen to have a family that 
agrees with me. I know I’m a very 
lucky person.” 
The*25th Charter Anniversary 
week also climaxes a year-long 
series of programs on the eight 
campuses, 
commemorating 
th e 
quarter-century 
mark 
of 
the 
Sproul administration. 
Beginning in October, 1930, it 
has seen enrollment more than 
doubled, the teaching staff tripled, 
and value of the educational plant 
go up from 40 to 230 million dol­ 
lars. One campus has been added, 
at Santa Barbara, plus 4 colleges, 
16 schools, 8 institutes and nu­ 
merous other units. The annual 
budget is nearly 79 million. 


UNIVERSITY PROGRESS 
The university has become a rec­ 
ognized leader in scientific re­ 
search and a mecca for outstand­ 
ing men in this field. 
Sproul’s proudest achievement is 
holding it all together under a 
single administrative regime, in a 
state 800 miles long and plagued 
by sectional rivalries. 
“The state university still exists 
as a single entity,” he said. “There 
were 
years 
when 
the 
regents 
thought It never could.” 
His worst failure, on the other 
hand, he said, has been “trying 
to make intercollegiate athletics 
honest.” 
“I’ve tried hard,” said he, “and 
I haven’t given up yet. I Just don’t 
like cheating. I’m a frustrated man 
in that field." 


PERSUASIVE TALKER 
A vigorous, optimistic, friendly 
man, Sproul finds a kind of tonic 
in talking persuasively to people 
everywhere in support of his uni­ 
versity and his vlewi of how it 
should be run. 
When he was small, his mother 
thought he might become a lawyer. 
She said he could make a horse 
jump three blocks away when he 
shouted “Giddap!” 
That resonant voice has been 
very useful in its owner’s role of 
balance wheel and buffer between 
often clashing ideologies of town 
and gown and conflicting interests 
of many kinds. It has boomed out 
effective support 
for academic 
freedom, higher faculty salaries, 
the value of research and for 
steadily pushing up the university's 
academic standing until it now 
ranks among the highest in the 
land. 
Sproul’s personal prestige has 
kept paee. He has 14 honorary de­ 
grees, including those from Yale, 
Harvard and Princeton. He can 
wear decorations from four foreign 
countries. 
At home he has garnered both 
respect and antagonism for de-

Your car crashes and someone 
gets hurt or killed, or it does $100 
or more in damage. First, report 
the accident to the Motor Vehicle 
Department at once, surely within 
15 days. 
Like tourists, California drivers 
now can no longer dodge the pro­ 
cess server by high-tailing it out 
of state. As a condition for using 
highways, 
both 
residents 
and 
visitors 
may now 
be properly 
served in a lawsuit regardless of 
whether or not they are in Cali­ 
fornia when served. Ignore that 
notice and you may find yourself 
in “default” with a big judgment 
over your head, and not covered 
by your Insurance. 
Besides, whether you ar* to 
blame or not, you have to prove 
you are "financially responsible” 
if you are in an accident. When

you report the accident, include 
evidence 
that 
your 
insurance 
covers you up to $1,000 for prop­ 
erty damage, or $5,000 for one or 
$10,000 for two persons injured or 
dead. 
You can prove financial respon­ 
sibility the hard way also. Lack­ 
ing proper insurance, you can put 
up cash on a bond for the same 
amounts, or show that you have 
a settlement from all parties in 
the accident. 
What if you cannot do this? 
Well, the Motor Vehicle Depart­ 
ment can lift your driver’s license, 
your license plates and registra­ 
tion cards, and cart your car off 
to storage for which you pay the 
rent. Besides, you may be fined 
up to H.OOC or jailed for 90 days— 
or both. 
When 
driving 
another's 
car, 
make sure he has public liability 
insurance. 
The financing insurance on your 
unpald-for car may or may not 
cover public liability. It may only 
protect the seller against loss. 
Don’t sit in your hospital bed 
after the crash, trying to puzzle 
out whether you are covered. Read 
your policy now before it’s too 
late, and make sure that you are 
financially responsible.

In 1934 he told Rotary clubs in 
Los Angeles it would be mim­ 
icking totalitarian methods to ban 
campus groups with Communist 
learnings. He would not curb free 
speech, he said, despite criticism 
for not “smashing these obnoxious 
groups." 
Then he tvarned students not to 
be misled by pseudo-intellectuals. 
"I am no flag-waving Jingo but 
I have grown infinitely weary of 
the deprecation of American in­ 
stitutions by these people." 
In 1949 he advised the American 
Bankers Assn. it should be as 
much concerned as college profes­ 
sor* about intellectual freedom. 
The postwar peak of anti-sub­ 
versive Investigations, with attend­ 
ant disputes over loyalty oaths, 
brought dissension and tattered 
tempers to many campuses. Cali­ 
fornia’s did not escape without 
scars. 
Sproul agreed with regents and 
faculty majority that Communists, 
owing allegiance to a totalitarian 
organization,” had no place on the 
U.C. faculty. But, when professors 
revolted against a special new 
loyalty oath, he backed them up. 
He didn’t really see why they 
minded, he says now, since they 
had been taking the state oath of 
allegiance for 20 years, but if they 
did, believing they were being 
singled out for special suspicion, 
then the oath ought not be re­ 
quired of "that proud body of 
men.”

Transit Facts Are On Hand, 
What Do We Do Now? 
One major question in the current dis­ 
cussion of rapid transit for the bay area has 
thus far gone unanswered. That question is, 
What happens now? 
We now have a comprehensive, far-seeing 
report on the engineering feasibility of a 
nine-county transit system. It will cost $875,- 
000,000 just to get the project started, but it 
is economically and engineeringly feasible. 
We now have a careful, informative finan­ 
cial report. It will cost us $31,000,000 a year 
in taxes (about $18.50 per person) in addi­ 
tion to the fares the system takes in, but it is 
financially feasible. Those taxes, the report 
shows, could be collected from any one of 
several individual sources, but that the fair­ 
est way would be to spread the tax over a 
number of sources to more equitably assess 
the people who benefit from it—and that’s 
everyone. 
Both of these reports have been turned 
over to the Bay Area Rapid Transit Com­ 
mission. But what the commission has done 
with them is not clear. The reports haven’t 
been referred to committee for study, al­ 
though the engineering committee has en­ 
dorsed the engineering report. No special 
effort seems to be under way to digest them 
and put them into condition for action. 
In fact it strikes us that the Bay Area 
Rapid Transit Commission doesn’t know 
where it is going; doesn't know what it is 
going to do with these $650,000 worth of 
reports. 
It appears to us there is a definite split 
within the commission itself. One segment 
seems to think that it is the commission's 
duty merely to pass these reports on to the 


legislature without comment. Another seg­ 
ment feels the commission’s job won’t be 
completed until it has studied the reports, 
made up its own mind what should be done, 
and made definite recommendations, in­ 
cluding proposed legislation, on how it 
should be done. 
We firmly side with those who want to 
be specific. If the commission had been con­ 
ceived merely to pass on the reports of its 
paid consultants, it has been wasting its time. 
There shouldn’t have been a commission at 
all. A legislative subcommittee could just 
as easily have hired Parsons, Brinkerhoff, 
Hall and Macdonald and the Stanford Re­ 
search Institute. 
No, these 26 exceedingly high quality 
commissioners have a real duty. They must 
digest these reports and give their consid­ 
ered opinion as to whether the engineer’s 
proposal for a supported system is better 
than monorail; whether the system should be 
constructed in phases or all at one time; 
whether the tax funds should be raised from 
one or multiple sources. And then show us 
how to do It. 
To our recollection, the Bay Area Rapid 
Transit Commission has as yet never even 
said we should have rapid transit in the 
Bay Area. 
There are of course many points of view 
regarding the proposed system. There are 
those who conscientiously oppose it. Others 
would modify it. These differences must be 
threshed out eventually. 
But nothing will be accomplished if the 
Rapid Transit Commission doesn’t start it. 
You’ve got all the facts now, commis­ 
sioners; what do we do now?

Clear Yet 


On Water 
SACRAMENTO (CNS) — The 
somewhat tangled water situa­ 
tion at the State Legislature will 
come to a head before long, bqt 
it still is anybody’s guess as to 
just what will come out of the 
1956 session in the way of water 
legislation. 
It is almost a certainty, how­ 
ever, that there will be no con­ 
stitutional amendment for the 
voters to worry about next No­ 
vember, as the sponsors of a prop 
osition to settle the rights of 
counties of origin, namely, in­ 
terests in Southern California, 
have withdrawn from the battle, 
and the governor as well has ex­ 
pressed his opinion that this ses­ 
sion is no time to draw up such 
an amendment. 
Northern California counties, 
of course, are interested in the 
counties of origin rights, partic­ 
ularly in the mountain districts. 
However, these counties have 
rights to the water at the pres­ 
ent time, and are in no hurry 
to assure Southern California 
water through assigning a sur­ 
plus which might amount to a 
deficit in the future, to some 
other part of the state.' 
THE METROPOLITAN Water 
District of Southern California 
has been a major factor in the 
counties of origin matter. South­ 
ern California does not wish to 
see tremendous expenditures for 
water transfer made or author­ 
ized, without some assurance 
there will be plenty of water for 
the multi-million dollar canal* 
under consideration. 
In any event, the public can 
forget the constitutional amend­ 
ment for the time being, but it is 
a question which must be settled 
eventually. 
THIS DEVELOPMENT leaves 
three items on the water agenda. 
First, and the one the legisla­ 
tors consider the most important 
at the moment, is the creation of 
a new state water department, 
unifying all state agency opera­ 
tions that have to do with water. 
The bill has been presented by 
Assemblyman Caspar Weinberg­ 
er, San Francisco, chairman of 
th e government organization 
committee in the house, and 
other assemblymen. 
Sen. Ben F. Hulse, president 
pro tern of the Senate, and a 
powerful figure in state financ­ 
ing, termed the Weinberger bill 
“lousy” at a recent meeting spon­ 
sored by the water interests of 
Southern California. Hulse is 
from Imperial County. 
HULSE’S MAIN objection is 
that the bill eventually would 
take the Colorado River Com­ 
mission into the new department, 
and he also says there is no pro­ 
vision in the measure to further 
construction of the Feather River 
project. There are many other 
things wrong with the bill, the 
Imperial senator declared. 
With Hulse criticizing the 
measure, it could have a tough 
time in the state senate when it 
reaches that house, unless the 
objections are met. 
SECOND. THERE remains the 
matter of funds for the Feather 
River project, some of which are 
contained in the governor’s bud­ 
get, and there are indications this 
more than $9 million will remain 
in the budget, and enable pre­ 
liminary work to get started. 
Third, the ruckus over who 
shall purchase the San Luis res­ 
ervoir site, state or federal, con­ 
tinues. What factions will win 
out in this battle is a matter of 
conjecture but there are strong 
indications the lobby favoring 
federal purchase and develop­ 
ment have the upper hand, 
which would mean an eventual 
cooperative operation between 
California and the U.S. Bureau 
of Reclamation. 
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U.S. State Department Not Being 


Run To This Writer's Satisfaction 
AS MR. DULLES finishes his 
latest tour, it is more than ever 
necessary to ask him to consider 
whether these long absences 
from Washington permit him to 
carry out the real responsibilities 
of his office. 
While he has been travelling in 
South Asia and in the South Pa­ 
cific, the situation in North Afri­ 
ca and in the Middle East has 
been deteriorating rapidly. There 
is an almost desperate need of 
clarification and of decision 
about Western policy in North 
Africa, Cyprus, Palestine and the 
Persian Gulf states. What Mr. 
Dulles had been doing is to ar­ 
gue the Administration case—to 
be a kind of travelling Voice i~t 
America—in Karachi, New Delhi, 
Colombo and Jakarta. That 
would be all very well if Mr. 
Dulles were two men, and if the 
more important one of the two 
were in Washington making pol­ 
icy about North Africa and the 
Middle East. 
As it is, Mr. Dulles has spent 
his time talking when he is most 
urgently needed in Washington 
for the grave business of decid­ 
ing. 
THE VISIBLE evidence of all 
this is that in each of the dis­ 
puted areas—in French North 
Africa, in Cyprus, Palestine, as 
regards Egypt and Saudi-Arabia 
—we find ourselves antagonizing 
both sides. 
Our Consulate in Tunis is 
wrecked by Frenchmen who sus­ 
pect us of supporting the dissi­ 
dent Arabs. In Cyprus we have 
provoked the British and we 
have annoyed the Greeks. In 
Palestine we are distrusted by 
the Arab states and we are scold­ 
ed by the Israelis. 
It is true that in international 
affairs a great power cannot ex­ 
pect to please everybody, and at 
times to please anybody. But in 
the present situation the plight 
in which we find ourselves is not 
that we are in the moderate mid-

We are not in the middle. We 
are in a muddle. That is due to 
the fact that our central policy is 
no more than an attempt to 
avoid decisions and to get by 
without displeasing anybody at 
home or abroad too much. 
TIME HAS JUST about run 
out on the policy of drift and 
muddle. What can be done about 
it? What can be done about it 1s 
to make, up our minds as to 
where we stand and what we can 
and what we will support. 
In French North Africa, we 
and the British should consult 
seriously with France. We should 
then decide what we shall re­ 
gard as a settlement that we 
mean to support wholeheartedly. 
We should give France our full 
support if France will offer the 
Arab population the full meas­ 
ure of freedom which liberal 
French opinion already favors. 
In Palestine we should convert 
the 1950 declaration into a firm 
international guarantee against 
aggression by either side, arid we 
might then take our stand for 
the neutralization of Israel with­ 
in frontiers that have been modi­ 
fied and rectified by internation­ 
al arbitration. 
We should face up to the tac­ 
tics of Saudi-Arabia in using the 
profits from oil for subversion by 
corruption and bribery and pro­ 
paganda throughout the Middle 
East. In dealing with Saudi- 
Arabia we should cease acting as 
if we were helplessly dependent 
upon its rulers, who must be ap­ 
peased and placated lest they de. 
prive us of our oil concessions. 
Saudi-Arabia is more dependent 
upon us for the exploitation of 
its oil than we are on Saudi- 
Arabia for the right to exploit it. 
If ever it was true that appease­ 
ment is an unworkable policy, it 
is true here. 
DECISIONS OF this kind are 
grave and momentous and they 
cannot and should not be made 
except with the full attention of 
the highest responsible officials 
of the government. 
The truth of it is that with' 
Mr, Dulles away on his travels, 
there is no one in Washington 
who can and will take decisions 
of this magnitude. The. Presi­ 
dent is certainly not fully at 
grips with the issues. Mr. Herbert 
Hoover Jr. cannot take such de­ 
cisions. If decisions are to be 
taken, they have to be taken by 
Mr. Dulles with the advice and 
consent of the President. 
Mr. Dulles should come home, 
he should stay home for a con­ 
siderable time, he should stop 
making so many speeches. He 
should stop trying to be the Voice 
of America, he should stop try­ 
ing to produce a campaign plat­ 
form for the Republicans, and 
he should put his main attention 
on the business of being the Sec­ 
retary of State.

Civil Rights 
W AS H I N GT ON (/P)— Tha 
Democratic party has the mis­ 
eries. Democrats, facing their 
conventicn next summer, don’t 
know now whether it will blow 
the party to bits in a fight over 
civil rights and segregation. 
Their immediate problem is to 
keep the Democrats in Congress 
from exploding before the con­ 
vention. 
• 
THE FUSE HAS been lit by 101 
Southern Democrats in Congress: 
19 senators, 82 representatives. 
They said—in an extraordinary 
“manifesto” declaring legal war 
on the Supreme Court’s ruling 
against public school segregation 
-j-that: “We pledge ourselves to 
use all lawful means to bring 
about a reversal of this decision.” 
Some who signed did so reluc­ 
tantly. Some may have signed 
strictly for political reasons at 
home. And not all Southern con­ 
gressmen signed. But it can be 
taken for granted plenty who 
signed were not bluffing. 
That the Southerners may back 
the manifesto with some effort 
in Congress to block the court’s 
ruling hangs like a threat over 
the whole party, which needs 
solid ranks if it hopes to win 
this year. Already there is talk 
of a third party. 
IF THE SOUTHERNERS in 
Congress try to make good on 
their manifesto, they will be de­ 
liberately walking into a fight» 
perhaps a party-splitting fight, 
particularly from Northern and 
Western Democrats who call 
themselves liberals. 
But if the congressional Demo­ 
crats reach convention without a 
blowup, the party then runs into 
a problem which is daily becom­ 
ing more acute as some Southern 
states struggle to preserve segre­ 
gation. 
This is it: Civil rights and 
segregation have become such 
issues that the party can hard­ 
ly avoid taking a stand on 
them in its platform and in the 
open convention. But how can 
the convention please both 
sides: Southerners and the 
“liberal” wing? 
% 
The uncertainty created by the 
Southerners spreads in other di­ 
rections too. 
Adlai Stevenson, anxious for 
Southern support in seeking the 
presidential nomination, h as 
been so moderate on the segre­ 
gation issue that he sometimes 
sounds vague. 
As a result of this manifesto 
he may, before convention time, 
be pushed or needled into much 
blunter statements that will lose 
him Southern or some Northern 
support. Perhaps he can avoid 
this fate. He’s pretty good with 
language. 
SEN. LYNDON JOHNSON of 
Texas, the Democrats’ Senate 
leader, has been mentioned as & 
likely presidential candidate for 
a third party. He’s a shrewd poli­ 
tician. If he has presidential am­ 
bitions, they probably do not lie 
with a third party. It couldn’t 
win. It could only wreck the 
Democrats. Johnson says he 
doesn’t expect any third party. 
He may have hopes for the 
Democratic nomination if the 
convention deadlocks on other 
candidates. That would be Just 
added reason for him to work 
his hardest to avoid explosions 
in Congress before the conven­ 
tion.Keeping party peace in the 
Senate is his responsibility any­ 
way. Doing it this year should 
be a supreme test of his Senate 
leadership. He did not sign the 
manifesto. Because of his Job as 
Democratic leader, it is under­ 
stood, he was not asked to sign. 
He’d ruin his presidential 
chances with the party if he did 
sign.

Friday night the winners of the 
two games—Iowa plays Temple in 
the other—get together for the 
NCAA championship. If SMU beats 
San Francisco and Iowa defeats 
Temple, then the revenge game 
will be set up. 
Southern Methodist has a 26-2 
record for the seasqgi. It’s losses 
were to Kansas and Iowa. 
Coach Doc Hayes says he’s not 
predicting SMU can topple mighty 
San Francisco. He adds, however, 
that his boys always feel they have 
a chance In any game. 
Lester Jordan, the Southern 
Methodist publicity man, is go­ 
ing around talking about the 
Alamo and San Jacinto.

BOWLING WITH SKIBO 
By FRANK SKIBO 
CHAPTER 3: 
Almost all approaches can be 
classified as either three-step, 
four-step or five-step. 
Most bowlers use either a four 
or a five-step approach to the foul 
line.I use the four and one-half 
steps. 
• If you are using the three-step 
approach, you are definitely doing 
it the hard way, and I would rec­ 
ommend that you experiment with 
the four-step to see if it won’t help 
your timing. In the four-step, the 
bowler is given a better chance for 
a rhythmic and co-ordinated de­ 
livery. However, you must have a 
four-step swing as well as a four- 
step delivery. Some bowlers have 
four-step delivery and a three-step 
swing which 1s not good. It makes 
timing very difficult. 
Using Just three steps will tend 
to rush the bowler and prevent 
him from working his feet, arms 
and hands in perfect timing. 
The first step is taken with the 
right foot stepping forward easily 
as the ball is started away from 
the body. 


Push the ball away smoothly. 
Avoid any Jerky movement. 
Push the ball directly away from 
the front of the body—not to the 
side. 
The ball is pushed away with 
both hands—not Just the left. Tnis 
helps keep it directly in front of 
the body. 
Sometimes you feel yourself 
tense as you move into this first 
step.Or perhaps ‘your timing is off. 
If you aren’t completely relaxed 
and comfortable at this point, stop 
and move back to your starting 
position. 
Don’t ever 'continue your ap­ 
proach and delivery- if you feel 
something is wrong. Relaxation is 
the secret of better bowling. Next: 
The second step.

220 Mark, Named 
Fastest Human 
BAKERSFIELD (A*)—Mike Agos­ 
tini, as hot as the tropic isle he 
calls home, is being hailed today 
as the new world’s fastest human.

01 New Bosses? 


Kremlin Steps Up Drive 


To Deflate Stalin Myth 


By TOM WHITNEY • 
NEW YORK (TPV—One question 
raised in Russian minds by Nikita 
Khrushchev’s denunciation of Sta 
lin is what the present Commu­ 
nist boss and his Kremlin col 
leagues were doing while Stalin 
terrorised the nation. 
The political future of the pres­ 
ent Soviet leaders quite possibly 
depends on the skill with which 
they answer this—and on ths ulti­ 
mate conclusion which Soviet citi- 
sens reach. 
SIDESTEPS ISSUE 
Khrushchev has already made 
an effort to sidestep this question 
by declaring that he and Stalin's 
other subordinates were in fear 
of their lives. He says they never 
knew where the next blow was 
going to fall, never knew when 
they went in to see Stalin whether 
they'd come out alive. 
But it’s not certain that the Rus­ 
sian peopls will accept this as a 
completely satisfactory explana­ 
tion.A key question is whether Soviet 
citizens may not, as a result of 
the revelations of Stalin’s crimes 
and blunders, come to a more or 
less unanimous conclusion that 
they’d prefer to be ruled by people 
lesa intimately associated with the 
old dictator. 
SHOCK TO PEOPLE 
Clearly it is quite a shock for 
v many Russians to be told that 
the sacrifices of Stalin's purges 
and much of the sacrifice of the 
war itself were unnecessary, that 
they were extorted by an evil pow­ 
er-mad tyrant to satisfy his psy 
chases. 
And if they go on from this to 
ssk themselves who, aside from 
ths executed Lavrenty Beria, 
helped Stalin the most, then a 
state of mind may have been 
created which will give opportuni 
ties to ambitious younger men In 
ths Communist party leadership 
whose hands were not dirtied by 
close personal collaboration with 
ths ex-hero. 
Or perhaps Russians Inside and 
outside ths Communist party will 
begin to look to Soviet army lead­ 
ers for unsullied non-Stalinist 
guidance. 
ARMY ON TOP 
Never has the Soviet army’s 
star stood so high. Marshal Oeorgi 
Zhukov and other Red army lead­ 
ers, as most Russians understand 
things, did not do Stalin’s dirty 
work. That was the Job of such 
party leaders as Khrushchev, 
Oeorgi Malenkov, V. M. Molotov, 
Nikolai Bulganin, Anastas Mlko-

The Kremlin campaign to de­ 
flate the myth of Stalin as a 
demigod ijathered momentum to­ 
day on both slaea of the Iron 
Curtain. 
Moscow itself waa calm, but 
through the veil of censorship 
came reports of disturbances in 
the Georgian birthplace of the 
dead Soviet dictator. 
Throughout the vast stretches 
of the Soviet Union, Communist 
activists spread the new line, 
first in meetings of the party’s 
locar leadership and then by word 
of mouth to an ever widening 
audience. 
ON BANDWAGON 
Outside, the Iron Curtain, Com­ 
munist leaders were climbing 
aboard the new Red bandwagon 
with strong denunciations or mild 
rebukes of the dead leader they 
once publicly venerated. But an 
undertone of confusion prevailed. 
The Russian censorship did not 
permit correspondents to report a 
full account of the anti-Stalin 
campaign and reactions inside the 
Soviet Union. But their dispatches 
told a surprising amount. Reports 
of Western diplomats and travel­ 
ers—particularly foreign Commun­ 
ist leaders returning' to their 
homelands from the Soviet party’s 
20th Congress in Mosctfw — filled 
in other details. 
KHRUSHCHEV SPEECH 
Communist party boas Nikita 
Khrushchev kicked off the cam­ 
paign Feb. 24 at the Congress. Re­ 
ports said he accused Stalin o f! 
murdering thousands of his party ' 
associates and the flower of the 
Red army officers corps in the 
great purges of the 1930s and then 
committing incredible blunders in 
the war against Hitler. Khrush­ 


chev said further that Stalin lived 
in constant fear of plots and re­ 
acted by terrorizing his associates. 
The Soviet party’s new Central 
Committee put -out a letter em­ 
bodying the secret Khrushchev 
speech so the party faithful could 
spread the anti-Stalin line at 
meetings throughout the nation. 
PICTURES DISAPPEAR 
In Moscow, Stalin pictures and 
statues were disappearing from 
such public places as the Tschai- 
kowsky Concert Hall, the Tretya- 
koff Gallery and the Red army’s 
Central Theater. Red Star, the 
Soviet army newspaper, called for 
an acceleration of the re-education 
campaign among the armed forces. 
Red Star’s position indicated 
that the army and Defense Min­ 
ister Marsha! Georgi Zhukov are 
strongly backing Khrushchev and 
his “collective leadership” in their 
effort* to deflate Stalin. 
Student groups loyal to Stalin’s 
memory demonstrated in the 
Georgian capital of Tiflis but few 
details seeped out. 
The New York Times, quoting 
diplomatic sources in the United 
States, said the Soviet government 
had imposed security measures 
and travel controls in some sec- 


NEW YORK (U.R)—The heaviest 
snowfall in eight' years crippled 
New York’s transportation system 
today and left thousands of motor­ 
ists stranded on the vast highway 
system feeding into the city. 
More than 2,000 automobiles were 
abandoned and hundreds of per­ 
sons spent the ifight in emergency 
shelters. 
The blinding storm struck with 
little advance warning and caught 
huge crowds of Sunday drivers un­ 
awares. 
“I’ve never seen anything like 
it,” a Long Island police official 
said. “The cars are stacked up 
for miles.” 
The snowfall covered parts of 
nine states from Virginia to Rhode 
Island but its fury was concentrat­ 
ed on the teeming metropolitan 
area of New York. 
WORST TRAFFIC TIEUP 
The Boston Post Road, main 
truck artery between New York 
City and New England was blocked 
near Stamford, Conn. Trucks Jack- 
knifed across the road and backed 
up traffic for one and one-half 
miles at one point. 
Authorities said the storm was 
the worst since a paralyzing 16- 
inch snowfall Dec. 9, 1948. “As far 
as the traffic tieup is concerned, 
it’s the worst we’ve ever seen,” 
police officials said. 
The tieup became considerably 
worse at dawn when New York 
commuters began Jamming the 
overtaxed subway, bus and com­ 
muter train facilities. Several sub­ 
way lines were not able to operate 
and others reported impaired serv­ 
ice. 
PLANES LANDING 
Bus drivers and train crewmen 
had difficulty getting to work, add­ 
ing to the difficulties of the trans­ 
portation lines. 
Airline spokesmen at LaGuardia 
and Idlewild airfiélds on Long Is­ 
land said their planes were land­ 
ing and taking off under instru­ 
ments but most flights were de­ 
layed. 
In Manhattan, snow banked 
along gutters and spread across 
thoroughfares slowing traffic al­ 
most to a standstill. Buses were 
running behind schedule and taxi­ 
cabs were barely moving. 
President E i s e n h o w e r was 
among the thousands whose travel 
schedules were disrupted by the 
icy highways. He had planned to 
return to Washington laBt night 
from his farm at Gettysburg, Pa., 
but decided to delay the drive 
when the snowstorm created dan 
gerous highway conditions. 


NICOSIA, Cyprus (TP) — British 
authorities appeared confident to­ 
day they can break the Cyprus 
terrorist movement within six 
months and pave the way for new 
negotiations on the island’s future. 
Brig. George H. Baker, chief of 
staff of the Mediterranean island’s 
security force, told newsmen his 
men had made a “significant 
break” into EOKA. This is the 
terrorist branch of the union-with- 
Gr ece movement in this British 
colony. 
“I won’t say we’ve broken It 
(EOKA), but the developments 


have been significant,” he added. 
As yet, however, there was no 
visible letup in the EOKA terror 
campaign. Greek Cypriots agree 
none of their countrymen would 
dare negotiate with the British for 
fear of death at the hands of the 
secret organization. But they ad­ 
mit elimination of EOKA would 
change things.

Emphasis is on the* oral ap­ 
proach to language because one

Scoutmaster 


Faces Court 
For Perversion 
A San Rafael Scoutmaster, 
charged with sex perversion in­ 
volving a 17-year-old youth, was 
to be arraigned in Marin Munici­ 
pal Court at 1:30 p.m. tomorrow 
afternoon. 
Wilbur C. Burns, 37, of 309 First 
street, San Rafael, was freed on 
bail about noon Saturday when 
bail bondsman Jim Stragnola put 
up $2,500. 
San Rafael Police Inspector Nick 
Giampoll said today that no more 
arrests are expected in San Ra­ 
fael. Burns and two 17-year-old 
youths are the only ones arrested 
so far. The Scoutmaster and one 
17-year-old were apparently in­ 
volved in a private affair, and no 
other scouts are involved, police 
said. 
Donald Midyett, newly appoint­ 
ed criminal investigator for the 
district attorney, led the investi­ 
gation. 
Only one other adult is being 
sought for questioning thus far. 
Both Giampoli and Midyett dis­ 
counted reports that about ‘‘30 or 
40” may be involved.

QUENTIN EXPERT 
'Affluent Home May 


Be A Delinquent Home' 
An affluent home may be a “de­ 
linquent home,” according to San 
Quentin Prison’s head psychiatrist. 
Dr. David G. Schmidt told Mill 
Valley Lions and their wives Tues­ 
day night that an “overprotective” 
home or “overpermissive” parents 
may create the kind of neurotic 
personality which makes up over 
half of America’s prison popula­ 
tion.Dr. Schmidt spread blame on 
home, school, church and com­ 
munity for the county’s current in­ 
crease in juvenile delinquency. 
A home which appears less than 
idbal may actually give a child the 
best training for growing up, he 
said. BREEDS INSTABILITY 
Over-ambitious parents 
“the 
benevolent dictator” — creates an 
over-submissive child, one who has 
a hard time standing on his own 
feet, Dr. Schmidt said. 
Inconsistent discipline from 
overpermissive parents tends to 
make a child unstable and to act 
impulsively. Not knowing whether 
a given action will bring punish­ 
ment, the child acts without re­ 
gard to consequences. 
Hypercritical parents make a 
child feel unwanted and unloved, 
so that he becomes hostile and 
aggressive, the psychiatrist said. 
The result is psychologically 
maimed and crippled children, he 
added. 
• 
Danger signs of the potential 
psychopath were listed as follows: 
1. Tantrums—“when it happens 
in their teens, then it isn’t normal 
anymore.” 
2. Withdrawal—“one of the most 
serious signs.” 
3. Lack of application. 
4. Bed wetting, poor appetite, 
aches and pains—“don’t let it get 
to be a habit with him.” 
5. Disobedience. 
6. Dishonesty. 
7. Slovenliness. 
8. Sex difficulties. 
9. Irregular school attendance. 
10. Profanity. 
ON YOUTH AUTHORITY 
Dr. Schmidt, who has served for 
eight years with the California 
Youth Authority in addition to 
his Adult Authority duties, has 
been in close contact with Juvenile 
problems and their causes. 
The psychiatrist emphasized the 


need that all of us have to feel 
we are getting our share. 
“If we don’t learn to satisfy 
these basic needs legitimately, we 
must find some other way to sat­ 
isfy them,” he said. 
At San Quewtin, misfits must 
learn for the first time to work 
and like it, in a skill or trade, to 
treat the other fellow Just a little 
better and to give and take suc­ 
cess, disappointment and under­ 
standing. 
Developing of self-satisfaction, 
control of moods and learning how 
to love are some of the factors in 
bringing a personality into bal 
anee, Dr. Schmidt said. 
Dr. Schmidt defended the Adult 
Authority from the criticism that 
it does not do a thorough job in 
this respect. San Quentin’s staff 
of three senior psychiatrists, two 
Langley-Porter Clinic interns, two 
psychologists and four psychiatric 
social workers is only about one- 
fourth of what is needed to deal 
with prisoners in need of help, he 
said.Only about 800 of the 2,000 men 
recommended for psychiatric care 
can be reached—and most of these 
on a group basis, he said. 
“Even when we have eliminated 
our delinquent families, we’ll never 
be perfect,” Dr. Schmidt said.

Senate Unit 
To Study 
Milk Price 
SACRAMENTO (U.R)—A Senate 
subcommittee will meet tonight to 
consider the necessity for legisla­ 
tion to permit an increase in 
producer milk prices which would 
be passed on the the consumer. 
The committee, headed by Sen. 
James Cobey (D-Merced), expects 
to hear a report by the attorney 
general as to whether present law 
bans such a "pass through" in­ 
crease. 
Cobey said previously that if the 
attorney general were to hold that 
such Increases are not banned or 
that the law is ambiguous on the 
point, two resolutions now pending 
in the Legislature would solve the 
problem without the need for 
opening the session to the consid­ 
eration of milk price laws. 
The resolutions by Sen. Earl 
Desmond (D-Sacramento) and As­ 
semblyman Tom Erwin (R-Pu- 
ente) state it was the intent of 
the Legislature in passing the 
present milk price laws to permit 
adjustment of wholesale and retail 
prices to reflect producer increases. 
Many milk men and legislators 
were fearful that introduction of 
milk price bills would open a Pan­ 
dora’s box, leading to legislation 
harmful to milk producers.

Above you see an artist’s concep­ 
tion of the original San Rafael 
Mission Arcángel. It was the 20th 
in the mission chain, and was 
founded by the Franciscan Order 
on December 14, 1817. Spanish 
Governor Sola suggested trans­ 
ferring part of the mission popu­ 
lation of the mission in San 
Francisco as an experiment be­ 
cause of the inability of the In­ 
dians to withstand the cold and 
fog. After the "decree of secular­ 
ization" by the Mexican Govern­ 
ment, the extensive lands (where 
wheat was grown) and the or-

chards and vineyards were seized. 
The friars and Indians fled and 
the Mission chapel and buildings 
crumbled to ruins. Today, at left, 
you see the restored Mission— 
an integral part of St. Raphael’s 
church. Two of the original threg 
Mission bells plus a few pieces 
of adobe tile are all that remain 
of the original Mission. The bells 
hang in front of the Mission 
chapel and the tile is on display 
at museum of the Marin County 
Historical Society.

Mill Valley 
Youth Admits 
Beach Theft 


A 16-year-old M ill Valley boy, 
who ran away from the Boys’ Re­ 
public School in Central Califor­ 
nia on March 2, admitted break­ 
ing Into Muir Beach Tavern two 
weeks ago, sheriff’s deputies re­ 
ported today. 
The boy was questioned at Juve­ 
nile Hall after being caught last 
Thursday on suspicion of auto 
theft and burglary. Deputies said 
the boy admitted stealing cigar­ 
ettes and about 50 cents in pen­ 
nies from Muir Beach 
Tavern,

his stealing the cars, had taken 
it for a spin themselves before 
abandoning it. 
The runaway boy was taken to 
Juvenile Hall and referred to Juve­ 
nile authorities.

to the commission. 
Bill Dobbs, senior planner, out­ 
lined the history of the trailer 
court which was established in 
1948 for two years with renewal 
privileges. 
Renewal of the use permit was 
granted in 1950 and in 1952 when 
Evan* pleaded financial hardship. 
In 1954, his use permit was again 
approved with the recommenda­ 
tion that the court be closed by 
the end of two >ears, ending April 
4, and no new tenants be allowed 
to move into the trailer court dur­ 
ing the last six months of the two- 
year period.

G as and Electric Co. crew care­ 
fully dism antled a huge generato: 
today in the hope of learning 
w hat caused a huge turbine gener­ 
ator un it to explode. 


T he explosion, which took place 
last night in the PG&E's steam 
generating plant here, injured eight 
persons, one seriously. Five of the 
injured required hospitalization. 


The 
eight 
victims 
had 
been 
w atching the generator as it was 
speeded up to its full 3,600 revolu­ 
tions a m inute under test. The 
massive rotor flew ap art shortly 
before 8 p.m., breaking the heavy 
housing and igniting the hydrogen 
gas used as a coolant. 
The work of dism antling the 
generator had to proceed w ith ex­ 
trem e caution because of the pres­ 
ence of the highly explosive hydro­ 
gen. 
A PG&E spokesm an said the 
prim ary cause of the explosion 
was "internal.” He said it was 
likely th a t a tw o-inch shaft sn ap ­ 
ped, causing the whole u n it to 
break down. 
T he 165,000 kilowatt generator 
was one of four built on a raised 
outdoor platform . It m easured 12 
feet in height and 70 feet in length. 
At the tim e of the explosion, it

^plosion had no effect on the 
irea’s power. 
The explosion shattered windows 
in the central building of the steam 
olant, as well as blowing glass from 
other structures 60 to 70 feet away.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Transit Facts Are On Hand, 
What Do We Do Now? 


One m ajor question in the current dis­ 


cussion of rapid transit for the bay area has 


thus far gone unanswered. 
T h at question is, 


W hat happens now? 


W e now have a comprehensive, far-seeing 


report on the engineering feasibility of a 


nine-county transit system. 
It will cost $875,- 


000,000 just to get the project started, but it 


is economically and engineeringly feasible. 


W e now have a careful, inform ative finan­ 


cial report. It will cost us $31,000,000 a year 


in taxes (about $18.50 per person) in addi­ 


tion to the fares the system takes in, but it is 


financially feasible. 
Those taxes, the report 


shows, could be collected from any one of 


several individual sources, but that the fair­ 


est way would be to spread the tax over a 


num ber of sources to m ore equitably assess 


the people who benefit from it—and th at’s 


everyone. 


Both of these reports have been turned 


over to the Bay Area R apid T ran sit Com ­ 


mission. B ut what the commission has done 


with them is not clear. T h e reports haven’t 


been referred to com m ittee for study, al­ 


though the engineering com m ittee has en­ 


dorsed the engineering report. 
No special 


effort seems to be under way to digest them 


and put them into condition for action. 


In fact it strikes us that the Bay Area 


R apid T ran sit Commission doesn’t know 


where it is going; doesn’t know what it is 


going to do with these $650,000 worth of 


reports. 


It appears to us there is a definite split 


within the commission itself. 
O ne segment 


seems to think that it is the comm ission’s 


duty merely to pass these reports on to the 


legislature w ithout com m ent. 
Another seg­ 


m ent feels the commission's job won’t be 


com pleted until it has studied the reports, 


made up its own mind what should be done, 


and made definite 
recom m endations, 
in­ 


cluding 
proposed 
legislation, 
on 
how 
it 


should be done. 


W e firmly side with those who want to 


be specific. 
If the commission had been con­ 


ceived merely to pass on the reports of its 


paid consultants, it has been wasting its time. 


T h ere shouldn’t have been a commission at 


all. 
A legislative subcom m ittee could just 


as easily have hired Parsons, Brinkerhoff, 


H all and M acdonald and the Stanford R e­ 


search Institute. 


No, 
these 26 exceedingly high quality 


commissioners have a real duty. 
T hey must 


digest these reports and give their consid­ 


ered opinion as to whether the engineer’s 


proposal for a supported system is better 


than m onorail; whether the svstem should be 


constructed in phases or all at one time; 


w hether the tax funds should be raised from 


one or m ultiple sources. 
And then show us 


how to do it. 


T o ou r recollection, the Bay Area Rapid 


T ran sit Commission has as yet never even 


said we should have rapid transit in the 
Bay Area. 


T h ere are of course many points of view 


regarding the proposed system. 
T here are 


those who conscientiously oppose it. Others 


would modify it. 
These differences must be 


threshed out eventually. 


But nothing will be accomplished if the 


R apid T ransit Commission doesn't start it. 


Y ou’ve ¿.got all the facts now, commis­ 


sioners; what do we do now?

Clear Yet 


On Water 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) — The 
somewhat tangled water situa­ 
tion at the State Legislature will 
come to a head before long, but 
it still is anybody’s guess as to 
Just what will come out of the 
1956 session in the way of water 
legislation. 
It is almost a certainty, how­ 
ever, that there will be no con­ 
stitutional amendment for the 
voters to worry about next No­ 
vember, as the sponsors of a prop 
osition to settle the rights of 
counties of origin, namely, in­ 
terests in Southern California, 
have withdrawn from the battle, 
and the governor as well has ex­ 
pressed his opinion that this ses­ 
sion is no time to draw up such 
an amendment. 
Northern California counties, 
of course, are interested in the 
counties of origin rights, partic­ 
ularly in the mountain districts. 
However, 
these 
counties 
have 
rights to the water at the pres­ 
ent time, and are in no hurry 
to 
assure Southern California 
water through assigning a sur­ 
plus which might amount to a 
deficit in the future, to some 
other part of the state. 


THE METROPOLITAN Water 
District of Southern California 
has been a major factor in the 
counties of origin matter. South­ 
ern California does not wish to 
see tremendous expenditures for 
water transfer made or author­ 
ized, 
without 
some 
assurance 
there will be plenty of water for 
the multi-million dollar canals 
under consideration. 
In any event, the public can 
forget the constitutional amend­ 
ment for the time being, but it is 
a question which must be settled 
eventually. 


THIS DEVELOPMENT leaves 
three items on the water agenda. 
First, and the one the legisla­ 
tors consider the most important 
at the moment, is the creation of 
a new state water department, 
unifying all state agency opera­ 
tions that have to do with water. 
The bill has been presented by 
Assemblyman Caspar Weinberg­ 
er, San Francisco, chairman of 
th e 
government 
organization 
committee in 
the 
house, 
and 
other assemblymen. 
Sen. Ben F. Hulse, 
president 
pro tern of the Senate, and a 
powerful figure in state financ­ 
ing, termed the Weinberger bill 
“lousy” at a recent meeting spon­ 
sored by the water interests of 
Southern 
California. 
Hulse 
is 
from Imperial County. 


HULSE’S MAIN objection is 
that the bill eventually would 
take the Colorado River Com­ 
mission into the new department, 
and he also says there is no pro­ 
vision in the measure to further 
construction of the Feather River 
project. There are many other 
things wrong with the bill, the 
Imperial senator declared. 
With 
Hulse 
criticizing 
the 
measure, it could have a tough 
time in the state senate when it 
reaches that house, unless the 
objections are met. 


SECOND, THERE remains the 
matter of funds for the Feather 
River project, some of which are 
contained in the governor’s bud­ 
get, and there are indications this 
more than $9 million will remain 
in the budget, and enable pre­ 
liminary work to get started. 


Third, the ruckus 
over 
who 
shall purchase the San Luis res­ 
ervoir site, state or federal, con­ 
tinues. What factions will win 
out in this battle is a matter of 
conjecture but there are strong 
indications the lobby favoring 
federal purchase and develop­ 
ment have 
the 
upper 
hand, 
which would mean an eventual 
cooperative 
operation 
between 
California and the U.S. Bureau 
of Reclamation.

U.S. State Department Not Being 


Run To This Writer's Satisfaction 


AS MR. DULLES finishes his 
latest tour, it is more than ever 
necessary to ask him to consider 
whether 
these 
long 
absences 
from Washington permit him to 
carry out the real responsibilities 
of his office. 


While he has been travelling in 
South Asia and in the South Pa­ 
cific, the situation in North Afri­ 
ca and in the Middle East has 
been deteriorating rapidly. There 
is an almost desperate need of 
clarification 
and 
of 
decision 
about Western policy in North 
Africa, Cyprus, Palestine and the 
Persian Gulf states. What Mr. 
Dulles had been doing is to ar­ 
gue the Administration case—to 
be a kind of travelling Voice rl 
America—in Karachi, New Delhi, 
Colombo 
and 
Jakarta. 
That 
would be all very well 
if 
Mr. 
Dulles were two men, and if the 
more important one of the two 
were in Washington making pol­ 
icy about North Africa and the 
Middle East. 


As it is. Mr. Dulles has spent 
his time talking when he is most 
urgently needed in Washington 
for the grave business of decid­ 
ing. 


THE VISIBLE evidence of all 
this is that in each of the dis­ 
puted areas—in 
French 
North 
Africa, in Cyprus, Palestine, as 
regards Egypt and Saudi-Arabia 
—we find ourselves antagonizing 
both sides. 
Our Consulate 
in 
Tunis 
is 
wrecked by Frenchmen who sus­ 
pect us of supporting the dissi­ 
dent Arabs. In Cyprus we have 
provoked the 
British 
and 
we 
have annoyed 
the 
Greeks. 
In 
Palestine we are distrusted by 
the Arab states and we are scold­ 
ed by the Israelis. 


It is true that in international 
affairs a great power cannot ex­ 
pect to please everybody, and at 
times to please anybody. But in 
the present situation the plight 
in which we find ourselves is not 
that we are in the moderate mid-

In Palestine we should convert 
the 1950 declaration into a firm 
international guarantee against 
aggression by either side, and we 
might then take our stand for 
the neutralization of Israel with­ 
in frontiers that have been modi­ 
fied and rectified by internation­ 
al arbitration. 
We should face up to the tac­ 
tics of Saudi-Arabia in using the 
profits from oil for subversion by 
corruption and bribery and pro­ 
paganda throughout the Middle 
East. In 
dealing 
with 
Saudi- 
Arabia we should cease acting as 
if we were helplessly dependent 
upon its rulers, who must be ap­ 
peased and placated lest they de­ 
prive us of our oil concessions. 
Saudi-Arabia is more dependent 
upon us for the exploitation of 
its oil than we are on Saudi- 
Arabia for the right to exploit it. 
If ever it was true that appease­ 
ment is an unworkable policy, it 
is true here. 


DECISIONS OF this kind are 
grave and momentous and they 
cannot and should not be made 
except with the full attention of 
the highest responsible officials 
of the government. 
The truth of it is that with' 
Mr. Dulles away on his travels, 
there is no one in Washington 
who can and will take decisions 
of this magnitude. The. Presi­ 
dent is certainly not 
fully 
at 
grips with the issues. Mr. Herbert 
Hoover Jr. cannot take such de­ 
cisions. If decisions are to be 
taken, they have to be taken by 
Mr. Dulles with the advice and 
consent of the President. 
Mr. Dulles should come home, 
he should stay home for a con­ 
siderable time, he should stop 
making so many speeches. He 
should stop trying to be the Voice 
of America, he should stop try­ 
ing to produce a campaign plat­ 
form for the Republicans, and 
he should put his main attention 
on the business of being the Sec­ 
retary of State.

Civil Rights 


W A S H I N G T O N (/P) — The 
Democratic party has the mis­ 
eries. 
Democrats, facing 
their 
convention next summer, don't 
know now whether it will blow 
the party to bits in a fight over 
civil rights and segregation. 
Their immediate problem is to 
keep the Democrats in Congress 
from exploding before the con­ 
vention. 
* 


THE FUSE HAS been lit by 101 
Southern Democrats in Congress: 
19 senators, 82 representatives. 
They said—in an extraordinary 
“manifesto” declaring legal war 
on the Supreme Court’s ruling 
against public school segregation 
--th at: “We pledge ourselves to 
use all lawful means to bring 
about a reversal of this decision.” 
Some who signed did so reluc­ 
tantly. Some may have signed 
strictly for political reasons at 
home. And not all Southern con­ 
gressmen signed. But it can be 
taken for granted 
plenty 
who 
signed were not bluffing. 
That the Southerners may back 
the manifesto with some effort 
in Congress to block the court’s 
ruling hangs like a threat over 
the whole party, 
which 
needs 
solid ranks if it hopes to win 
this year. Already there is talk 
of a third party. 


IF THE SOUTHERNERS in 
Congress try to make good on 
their manifesto, they will be de­ 
liberately walking into a fight, 
perhaps a party-splitting fight, 
particularly from Northern and 
Western 
Democrats 
who 
call 
themselves liberals. 
But if the congressional Demo­ 
crats reach convention without a 
blowup, the party then runs into 
a problem which is daily becom­ 
ing more acute as some Southern 
states struggle to preserve segre­ 
gation. 


This is it: Civil rights and 
segregation have become such 
issues that the party can hard­ 
ly avoid taking a stand on 
them in its platform and in the 
open convention. But how can 
the 
convention 
please 
both 
sides: 
Southerners 
and 
the 
“liberal” wing? 


The uncertainty created by the 
Southerners spreads in other di­ 
rections too. 


Adlai Stevenson, anxious for 
Southern support in seeking the 
presidential 
nomination, 
h a s 
been so moderate on the segre­ 
gation issue that he sometimes 
sounds vague. 
As a result of this manifesto 
he may, before convention time, 
be pushed or needled into much 
blunter statements that will lose 
him Southern or some Northern 
support. Perhaps he can avoid 
this fate. He’s pretty good with 
language. 


SEN. LYNDON JOHNSON of 
Texas, 
the Democrats’ 
Senato 
leader, has been mentioned as a 
likely presidential candidate for 
a third party. He’s a shrewd poli­ 
tician. If he has presidential am­ 
bitions, they probably do not lie 
with a third party. It couldn’t 
wun. It could 
only 
wreck 
the 
Democrats. 
Johnson 
says 
he 
doesn’t expect any third party. 
He may have hopes for the 
Democratic 
nomination if 
the 
convention deadlocks 
on 
other 
candidates. That would be just 
added reason for him to work 
his hardest to avoid explosions 
in Congress before the conven­ 
tion. 
Keeping party peace 
in 
the 
Senate is his responsibility any­ 
way. Doing it this year should 
be a supreme test of his Senate 
leadership. He did not sign the 
manifesto. Because of his job as 
Democratic leader, it is under­ 
stood, he was not asked to sign.

Almost all approaches can be 
classified

three-step, 
four-step or five-step.

Tyrant, What 


Of New Bosses?

NEW YORK (J P)—One question 
raised In Russian minds by Nikita 
Khrushchev’s denunciation of Sta­ 
lin is what the present Commu­ 
nist boss and his Kremlin col­ 
leagues were doing while Stalin 
terrorised the nation. 
The political future of the pres­ 
ent Soviet leaders quite possibly 
depends on the skill with which 
they answer this—and on the ulti­ 
mate conclusion which Soviet citi­ 
zen« reach. 
SIDESTEPS ISSUE 
Khrushchev has already made 
an effort to sidestep this question 
by declaring that he and Stalin’s 
other subordinates were In fear 
of their lives. He says they never 
knew where the next blow was 
going to fall, never knew when 
they went in to see Stalin whether 
they’d come out alive. 
But it’s not certain that the Rus­ 
sian people will accept this as a 
completely satisfactory explana­ 
tion. 
A key question is whether Soviet 
citizens may not, as a result of 
the revelations of Stalin’s crimes 
and blunders, come to a more or 
less unanimous conclusion that 
they’d prefer to be ruled by people 
less intimately associated with the 
old dictator. 


Kremlin Steps Up Drive 


To Deflate Stalin Myth 


SHOCK TO PEOPLE 
Clearly it is quite a shock for 
many Russians to be told that 
the sacrifices of Stalin’s purges 
and much of the sacrifice of the 
war itself were unnecessary, that 
they were extorted by an evil pow­ 
er-mad tyrant to satisfy his psy­ 
choses. 
And if they go on from this to 
ask themselves who, aside from 
the 
executed 
Lavrenty 
Beria, 
helped Stalin the most, then a 
state of mind may have been 
created which will give opportuni­ 
ties to ambitious younger men In 
tha Communist party leadership 
whose hands were not dirtied by 
close personal collaboration with 
the ex-hero.

ON BANDWAGON 
Outside, the Iron Curtain, Com­

But an 
undertone of confusion prevailed. 
The Russian censorship did not 
permit correspondents to report a 
full account of the anti-Stalin 
campaign and reactions inside the 
Soviet Union. But their dispatches 
told a surprising amount. Reports

KHRUSHCHEV SPEECH 
Communist party boss Nikita 
Khrushchev kicked off the cam­ 
paign Feb. 24 at the Congress. Re­ 
ports said he accused Stalin of 
murdering thousands of his party 
associates and the flower of the 
Red army officers corps in the 
great purges of the 1930s and then 
committing incredible blunders in 
the war against Hitler.

chev said further that Stalin lived 
in constant fear of plots and re­ 
acted by terrorizing his associates.

PICTURES DISAPPEAR

NEW YORK <U.R)—'The heaviest 
snowfall in eight years crippled 
New York’s transportation system 
today and left thousands of motor­ 
ists stranded on the vast highway 
system feeding into the city. 
More than 2,000 automobiles were 
abandoned and hundreds of per­ 
sons spent the xfight in emergency 
shelters. 
The blinding storm struck with 
little advance warning and caught 
huge crowds of Sunday drivers un­ 
awares. 
“I ’ve never seen anything like j 
It,’’ a Long Island police official 
said. “The cars are stacked up 
for miles.’’ 
The snowfall covered parts of j 
nine states from Virginia to Rhode 
Island but its fury was concentrat­ 
ed on the teeming metropolitan 
area of New York. 
WORST TRAFFIC TIEUP 
The Boston Post Road, main 
truck artery between New York 
City and New England was blocked 
near Stamford, Conn. Trucks jack- 
knifed across the road and backed 
up traffic for one and one-half 
miles at one point. 
Authorities said the storm was 
the worst since a paralyzing 16- 
inch snowfall Dec. 9, 1948. “As far 
as the traffic tieup is concerned, 
it’s the worst we’ve ever seen,” 
police officials said. 
The tieup became considerably 
worse at dawn when New York 
commuters began jamming the 
overtaxed subway, bus and com­ 
muter train facilities. Several sub­ 
way lines were not able to operate 
and others reported impaired serv­ 
ice.

In the Reed program Spanish 


and French are integrated into the 
classroom from the third grade up, 
with each teacher giving instruc­ 
tion in the language she knows 
for 20 minutes a day. Those having 
no knowledge of either language 
trade classes at that time with 
those who do. 


Emphasis is on thei oral ap­ 
proach to language because one 
of the main values is to teach a 
child to speak at an early age 
when 
he 
learns 
by 
imitation 
rather than by intellectual effort. 


Methods used are similar to 
those employed by primary teach­ 
ers in reading classes, such as 
flash cards, visual aids, dramatic 
play, and the like. 
Miss Schaeffer stressed the point 
that language is a subject from 
which all children benefit equally, 
regardless of ability, and said that 
high school language teachers are 


looking forward with interest to 
receiving these children who have 
had the benefits of the program. 


Another approach to the subject 
was presented by Dr. Karl Shevill 
of the University of California

He outlined the program which

established 
on 
a volunteer 
basis that is now sponsored by 
PTA’s and adopted in many East 
Bay schools.

Even though such a plan is 
limited in comparison with the 
integrated 
Reed 
program, 
Dr. 
Shevill declared he has seen it 
produce great benefits.

Dr. David G. Schmidt told Mill 
Valley Lions and their wives Tues­ 
day night that an “overprotective” 
home or “overpermissive” parents 
may create the kind of neurotic 
personality which makes up over 
half of America’s prison popula­ 
tion. 
Dr. Schmidt spread blame on 
home, school, church and com­ 
munity for the county’s current in­ 
crease in juvenile delinquency. 
A home which appears less than 
idfeal may actually give a child the 
best training for growing up, he 
said. 
BR EED S IN STA BILITY 
Over-ambitious parents 
“the 
benevolent dictator” — creates an 
over-submissive child, one who has 
a hard time standing on his own 
feet, Dr. Schm idt said. 
Inconsistent 
discipline 
f r o m 
overpermissive parents tends to 
make a child unstable and to act 
impulsively. Not knowing whether 
a given action will bring punish­ 
ment, the child acts without re­ 
gard to consequences. 
Hypercritical parents 
make 
a 
child feel unwanted and unloved, 
so that he becomes hostile and 
aggressive, the psychiatrist said.

result is 
psychologically 
maimed and crippled children, he 
added.

1. Tantrum s—“when it happens 
in their teens, then it isn’t normal 
anymore.”

eight years with the California 
Youth Authority in addition to 
his Adult Authority duties, has 
been in close contact with juvenile 
problems and their causes. 


need that all of us have to feel 
we are getting our share. 
“ If we don’t learn to satisfy 
these basic needs legitimately, we 
must find some other way to sat­ 
isfy them,” he said. 
At San Quewtin, m isfits must 
learn for the first time to work 
and like it, in a skill or trade, to 
treat the other fellow ju st a little 
better and to give and take suc­ 
cess, disappointment and under­ 
standing.

San Quentin’s staff 
of three senior psychiatrists, two 
Langley-Porter Clinic interns, two 
psychologists and four psychiatric 
social workers is only about one- 
fourth of what is needed to deal 
with prisoners in need of help, he 
said. 
Only about 800 of the 2,000 men 
recommended for psychiatric care 
can be reached—and most of these 
on a group basis, he said. 
“Even when we have eliminated 
our delinquent families, we’ll never 
be perfect,” Dr. Schm idt said. “But 
you and I can do our best in our 
various positions.” 
He commended the youth work 
of, the Lions, Kiwanis and Rotary 
Clubs as significant in the war on 
delinquency. 
The well-adjusted kind of per­ 
son who makes up such clubs, he 
said, can do a lot to help his 
own and his neighbors’ children 
achieve a degree of adjustm ent

The resolutions by Sen. Earl 
Desmond (D-Sacramento) and As­ 
semblyman Tom Erw in 
(R-Pu- 
ente) state it was the intent of 
the Legislature 
in 
passing 
the 
present m ilk price laws to permit 
adjustment of wholesale and retail 
prices to reflect producer increases. 
M any m ilk men and legislators 
were fearful that introduction of 
milk price bills would open a Pan­ 
dora’s box, leading to legislation 
harm ful to m ilk producers.

Above you see an artist’s concep­ 
tion of the original San Rafael 
Mission Arcangel. It was the 20th 
In the mission chain, and was 
founded by the Franciscan Order 
on December 14, 1817. Spanish 
Governor Sola suggested trans­ 
ferring part of the mission popu­ 
lation of the mission in San 
Francisco as an experiment be­ 
cause of the inability of the In ­ 
dians to withstand the cold and 
fog. After the “ decree of secular­ 
ization” by the Mexican Govern­ 
ment, the extensive lands (where 
wheat was grown) and the or­ 
chards and vineyards were seized. 
The friars and Indians fled and 
the Mission chapel and buildings 
crumbled to ruins. Today, at left, 
you see the restored Mission— 
an integral part of St. Raphael’« 
church. Two of the original three 
Mission bells plus a few piece« 
of adobe tile are all that remain 
of the original Mission. The bell* 
hang in front of the Mission 
chapiel and the tile is on display 
at museum of the M arin County 
Historical Society.
